Settling Jurisdictional Disputes 


Whatever may be the merits or demerits of various 
judisdiction disputes between crafis, employers should 
never be required to face a strike or stoppage of operations 
over such a dispute. Such disputes should be fought out 
within and between the branches of organized labor itself 
without ever precipitating a stoppage of work over a pure- 
ly jurisdiction dispute between two bona-fide international 
unions, both of which claim their members are the proper 
ones to do a given line of work. 

If the organizations representing two or more different 
crafts cannot agree on which craft should have sole juris- 
diction over any given line of work the simple and sensible 
rule to observe is to let the employer hire from whichever | 
craft he wants to, so long as he hires union members at the 
union scale of wages. | 

If this rule were followed in all cases such unfair ad- 
vantage as certain employers might be tempted to. try to 
take of it would not be at all likely to be as harmful to 
organized labor, as is this incessant projecting of jurisdic- | 
tion disputes on employers who are willing to employ all 
union men on all work done. A jurisdiction strike has no 
excuse for ever being called by any union on an employer, 
who in no way is responsible for the jurisdiction dispute 
which caused such a strike. Every time such a strike is. 
called organized labor is discredited and many a fair em-| 
ployer has been driven into the camp of the open shoppers | 
by such jurisdiction squabbles. 

Wherever there exists two international unions stigiaet 
representatives and spokesmen cannot agree between 
themselves on jurisdiction, both claiming it, with the result | 
that in some localities one craft is hired and in other lo-| 
calities the other craft is stronger and gets the work, then 
instead of resorting to strikes, where the crafts may be 
more evenly divided, it should be a fixed rule never to per- | 
mit the employer to have the work one by whichever | 
craftsman he may select and let that for the time being 
settle the controversy, so far as any one job is concer ned.

Two Kinds of Harmony

In every democracy and in every organization formed, 
on the principles of real democracy there can and should, 
be harmony, but only when the entire mass of people 
affected believe so implicitly in democracy that they are | 
willing to submit to majority rule. A willingness to per- | 
mit the will of the majority to prevail is the most out- | 
standing principle and the most striking characteristic of | 
every real democracy. Where this spirit overshadows all 
other tendencies harmony not only becomes possible but | 
ordinarily actually exists to a marked degree. Such har- | 
mony is deepseated and more enduring that any other. It) 
is the kind of harmony we should seek to cultivate in our 
government, as well as in our organized labor movement. 


There is another kind of harmony, which is not worth 
having. We refer to a dictatorship harmony, where op- 
position to those in power and control is crushed with 
force and violence. Fear of bodily harm leads people to 
submit to such a rule of the few. They dare not complain | 
against the dictatorship that threatens to snuff them out 
of existence if they undertake to register any protests. 
Such harmony as exists is based chiefly on fear. Beneath 
the surface there smoulders a discontent and spirit of sup- 
pressed revolt that may burst into a flame when the break- 


ing point is reached. History shows that any harmony, 
based on such a flimsy foundation, never lasts. On the, 


contrary it is the rule that such governments, sooner or 


later, come to an end in the throes of civil war or outright | 


revolution. 


What we need in our own country is more democracy 
and a more general acceptance of the principle of majority 


rule. Internal harmony resting on such a foundation is far’ 


more secure than that instilled by the fear of a dictatorship | 
established and retained by force.

Ban On Child Labor 
| Enacted by Quebec 


Legislation Died What Amendment 
Would Permit United States 
Congress to Do 


Under legislation just enacted, 
the Quebec government is auth- 
crized to prohibit employment of 
persons under 16 years of age in 
certain industrial and commercial 
establishments, and to bar those 
under 18 years from working on 
projects considered dangerous. 

Thus Quebec, for years regarded 
as the most conservative province 
in Canada, undertakes to regulate 
the labor of children up to their 
eighteenth year. 

In other words, it has done ex- 
actly what the federal child labor 
amendment, now pending in the

U.S. Supreme Court 


Five-to-Four Decision on Washington State Law Reverses 


Ruling Made Fourteen Years Ago Holding Distr 


ict 


of Columbia Law Unconstitutional 


The supreme court of the United 
States was held by observers at 
Washington, D. C., to have estab- 
lished a revolutionary precedent in 
its five-to-four decision upholding 
the constitutionality of the state 
of Washington’s minimum wage 
law for women and children. 

By this action the supreme court 
reversed its decision in 1923 hold- 
ing the District of Columbia min- 
imum wage law for women uncon- 
stitutional on the ground that it 
deprived women workers of the 
right to contract for the sale of 
##iecir labor power for even less- 
than-living wages, which right the 
court at that time held was a prop- 
erty right duly protected by the 
federal constitution. 

In addition the court ruled con- 
trary to the decision handed down 
last year in the New York min- 
imum wage law, which was held 
unconstitutional by a majority 
epinion standing squarely in the 
District of Columbia decision. 

This momentous opinion of the 
supreme court, which opens 
way for minimum wage legislation 
for women in every state in the 
union, was brought about by the 
switch of Assciate Justice Roberts 
from the “conservative” to the 
“liberal” group.

‘Freedom of Contract Discussed

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End of Jurisdiction Disputes 
: In Building Industry Visioned 


Calls for Local Arbitration Boards to Adjust Local 
Disputes With Power of National Referee 


Jurisdiction disputes which have 
troubled the building industry in 
all parts of the United States for

that an employe is duty-bound to 
obey specific orders of an em- 
ployer, even if they violate general 
safety rules. 

The opinion was written by Pre- 
siding Justice Denis E. Sullivan, 
and the court affirmed a judgment 
of $50,000 against the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincey for the death of 
Howard F. Goodman, one of its 
engineers, in a collision near Her- 
rin, Ill., in December, 1934. 

A superior court jury had 
awarded that amount to his widow, 
Mrs. Ruby R. Goodman, a Centralia 
school teacher and two children— 
Janis, 18, and Howard, Jr., 6. 

The opinion said Goodman was 
operating under specific orders 
when he ran his fast train at full 
speed through the Herrin yards 
and could not be accused of care- 
lessness for colliding his train with 
a string of coal cars.
